Four of the most talented of funny people got together for a much 
too short revival of the old *“‘Show of Shows’’ Wednesday night. Sid 
Caesar, Car! Reiner, Imogene Coca and Howard Morris pooled 
their collectively enormous talents for some of the funniest moments 
I can remember for quite a while, It seems that only when such a 
revival such as this is produced that one realizes how woefully 
today the medium of television suffers from tedium and intellectual 
vacuity, 

Sid Caesar is an unsung (as of late) genius of comedy, He is certainly 
one of the most creative comedians around, I was rather unhappy 
to see the continental hair style that he sported for the program 
as | was rather used to his rumpled visage topped by the familiar 
whisk broom strands, But Caesar was indeed at his deadpan Lest 
in a sketch about three naval aquanauts, who, after spending four 
months together, get sick and tired of each other, Caesar exhibited 
a great and sombre delight in smashing Howard Morris’ grating har- 
monica and Carl Reiner’s irritating tape recorder with a ball pen 
hammer, One of the truly creative facets of Caesar’s comedic taleat 
is his innate capacity for making the most insignificant details hilari- 
ous, He spent a full minute and a half picking up the tiny fragments of 
Morris’ crumpled harmonica and handing them back to Morris piece 
by piece, 

Also, what has to be one of the funniest skits I have ever seen 
was a take off on Virginia Woolf, Caesar and Imogene Coca, the 
rubber faced distaff of the show did a perfect take off on Virginia 
Woolf, Miss Coca was every bit as frowzy as Miss Taylor, replete 
with a grey fright wig, tight pants, and a gold lame cigarette holder. 
Together with Caesar, the two proceeded to demolish the whole 
supra-dramatic atmosphere of Albee’s theater ciassic, The funniest 
bit occurred when Caesar shot a supposedly toy pistol at Miss Coca 
and Reiner who were passionately embracing on the couch; a little 
pennant emerged as Caesar pulled the trigger with the word ‘‘ BANG” 
emblazoned upon it, Then five shots rang out, “‘ What happened to 
the other five flags.”” I’m not sure that it shouldn’t have happened 
in the movie, 

The other two skits were not nearly as funny and, unfortunately, 
they lasted too long. The take-off on the mod singers lasted too 
long right from the start, and was only mildly funny, The little 
operetta the group performed was only slightly more so, but it did 
have some good moments, It lasted too long, as had the two previous 
skits, whereas even an added 60 seconds can dull the creative luster 
of finely honed comedy, 

But as I said, this small hour of laughs harkened to a better day 
when television was less colorful and an infinitely more variegated 
medium, Sid Caesar has been absent too long, His truly was a show 
of shows,

| saw Frank Sinatra’s special for the first time Monday night 
on CBS, and I must say that I could have lived without it, I missed 
his first special and I was rather curious to see why everybody 
was just beside themselves in their fetid adulation of Mr, Sinatra, 

I can’t say that I am terribly sure yet. 

Mr, Sinatra has a particularly rich voice and captivating tough 
guy quality that is most effective with his well known jazz arrange- 
ments, However, Sinatra was terribly flat much of the evening 
and seemed to be straining to reach the higher notes on some songs, 
He also seemed most concerned with deriving every body movement 
possible from every note, and much of the time, looked like he was 
trying to squeeze himself out of a boned corset, But Sinatra is a fine 
entertainer, 

My only objection was the appearance of his rather repulsive 
daughter who couldn’t resist exhibiting her leggy charms, She wears 
the tightest and shortest dresses in television and does it with 
absolutely no taste whatever, She was certainly every bit as flat

this semester was subject to 
some disagreement amongst the 
faculty-at-large and that it was 
perhaps degrading to the quality 
of education at SSC, 

It was argued that there are 
presently at least 150 students 
now enrolled in courses for the 
second time, in hopes of attain- 
ing a higher grade and having the 
original grade deleted from their 
transcripts. A decision to repeal 
the College Council rule allowing 
this would cuase considerable in- 
convenience to those students, 
A nation-wide study is now being 
made by SSC to see what kind of 


students are taking advantage of

The Reed motion was passed 
by the College Council with two 
amendments tacked on, The first 
amendment allows that the vote 
to be taken by the faculty-at- 
large will be merely advisory as 
to the final action the College 
Council should take on the matter. 
The second amendment to the ori- 
ginal motion allows that the ex- 
ecutive committee of the College 
Council shall appoint two people 
to write arguments pro and con, 
to accompany the ballot. 


No date was set for the voting 
on the matter,

lege Council has been called for 
April 18, from 12:30 pm to 2 pm 
in the Ribera Room, at which time 
recommendations from the Gen- 
eral Education Committee in ree 
sponse to a Statewide Academic 
Senate Educational Policies 
Committee proposal for major 
revision of General Education 
requirements for graduation will 
be considered,

“American Negroes are no 
better off today than they were 
15 years ago, and possibly worse 
off,” said Senator Mervyn Dy- 
mally at the Campus Economics 
Club meeting on Tuesday, 


Dymally said that the actual 
number of Negroes in the build- 
ing and trade unions is actually 
decreasing now and Negroes are 
finding it harder and harder to 
find jobs in a society demand- 
ing only ‘‘skilled’’? labor, Added 
to this the Negroes are facing 
a ‘‘back-lash,’’ especially im the 
South, where Negroes who dare 
to vote lose their jobs, homes, 
and become the target of increas- 
ed bigotry. 


Dymally discussed several 
possible solutions to this prob- 
lem of lack of jobs and job dis- 
crimination, He said that the 
Freedom budget presents a plan 
that could help the oroblem by 
creating new jobs ond putting 
money into building d::scent liv- 
ing conditions in the giettos, But 
he said that there must also be 
political action along with this, 
Because the Negro has the option 
of only working within the Demo- 
cratic Party, his political pres- 
ence has not been felt, Only by 
organizing the poor and the Negro 
into a political ‘‘bloc’’ can mean- 
ingful legislation be passed that 
will deal with the problems of 
poverty, 


Dymally went on to say that 
one major problem with jobs 
for minority groups is that they 
do have the training, not because 


they are unwilling, but because 
this country is unwilling to pro- 
vide mass 


education for the

trades and then unwilling to find 
jobs in our increasingly auto- 
mated society, 

He cited Hariem, where there 
are a few Community Centers 
that do provide training for Ne- 
groes, He found that with these 
skill centers, young people are 
able to find some jobs, but the 
problem still remains for the 
majority of Harlem residents, 
In California, there are only 
three community skills centers, 
in Los Angeles, Oakland and Palo 
Alto, and all of these are pri- 
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vately financed, receiving neither 
state nor federal aid, 

Dymally also addressed him- 
self to the issue of ‘‘Black Pow- 
er.”’ He said that ‘‘one cannot 
understad the frustration among 
the Negroes, They have been put 
off their land because they dared 
to vote and in Alabama are living 
iin tents.’”? But such a political 
movement can have a positive 
effect as a means of ‘‘self-heip,’’ 
voting, participation in politics, 
and by taking advantage of the 
existing institutions, 


Dymally said that economic 
freedom may not solve all of the 
Negroes’ problems, but it is a 
major factor, He said that the 
ghetto is not bad in itself if it is 
a decent place to live, the prob- 
lem is that all bad ghettos are 
black ghettos because of the eco- 
nomic plight the people find them - 
selves in, 

Dymally also brought up the 
issue of Adam Clayton Powell’s 
expulsion from Congress, He said 
that Powell did act unethically, 
but by Congress denying him 
his seat it has transgressed the

Insurance Fraud 
Preys On Students 


Dean of Students Donald W. 
Bailey has advised the Hornet 
that representatives of certain 
insurance companies have ap- 
proached SSC students claiming 
official authorization, recogni- 
tion, endorsement or approval 
on the part of the college. 

These claims are entirely 
without foundation. The names 
of some of these companies im- 
ply an official status, e.g, ‘‘The 
College Flan - - -’’; “‘The Alume 
ni - - = = Plan,” etc., which 
could be misleading. 

The one area in which Sac- 
ramento State College has nego- 
tiated any form of group insur- 
ance for students is a medical 
expense health plan to cover 
the cost of accidents or ill- 
nesses beyond those which can 
be adequately handled by the 
Student Health facilities on cam- 
pus, It is noted, however, that NO 
personal solicitation by repre- 
sentatives is involved in any 
manner in connection with this 
plan, Information is mailed to 
Students and their parents, with 
a letter from the College to 
confirm the agreements, as 
negotiated, each summer for the 
Fall semester. 

No comparable arrangements 
exist for any other types of in- 
surance at Sacramento State 
College,

The 


$90,000 Worth of Gold Buried on SSC’s Campus? 
That's Just Part of the Rich History of the College

In the good old days, Norris- 
town, a rip roaring gold rush 
town, flourished on the site of the 
present Sacram 2nto State College 
campus, The floods of 1852 forced 
the residents to move tothe high- 
est point in the area for safety. 
Here they built another gold rush 
town, Hoboken, 


Legend says that a gold miner 
buried a treasure of $90,000 on 
the property. Nobody ever found 
the money, although there was 
a treasure hunt as recently as 
three years prior to the state’s 
taking possession of the acreage. 


In 1903 William H, White ran 
a blacksmith shop onthe property 
and continued the proprietorship 
of the Coffee Brown Saloon, Later 
White bought more acreage. He 
planted his first crop of hops on 
this land, He also raised cattle. 


White’s daughter, Bertha G. 
Poe, after her graduation?rom 
Chico State, managed the ranch, 
living across the railroad tracks 
at 5725 J Street. 


Many legislators, educators 
and private citizens worked hard 
to establish a four-year college 
in Sacramento. Some of the earl- 
iest legislation was introduced 
in 1931, 


But Earl Desmond, ass?mbly- 
man from 1934 to 1944, aad then 
enator, probably did more 


State 


than any other individual to bring 
about the final establishment of 
Sacramento State College. His 
bill SB-1221, authorizing a 
‘four-year institution of higher 
education above the twelfth 
grade’’ in the city of Sacramento, 
passed the legislature in 
June 1947, 


SSC’s week-long observance 
of its 20th anniversary was rained 
out yesterday and the dedication 
of the $636,000 pedestrian bridge 
spanning the American River be- 
tween the college and Campus 
Commons will be held next week. 


During next week’s program at 
the dedication of the Guy A. West 
Bridge (named for the first pres- 
ident of Sacramento State). 
Student Body President Kit Oase 
will present a bound copy of 
Senate Bill 1221 to Mrs. Earl 
D, Desmond of Sacramento. Mrs. 
Desmond is the widow of the state 
senator who authored SB-1221. 


SSC was established onJuly 1, 
1947 — twenty years ago this 
summer — when Governor Earl 
Warren signed the bill establish- 
ing the new four-year college. 


SSC shared campus facilities 
with Sacramento Junior College; 
the campus faced William Land 
Park. But control of SSC was 
distinctly separate from the 
junior college. 


On December 5, 1949, the state 
took title to the 288-acre tract 
along the American River, south 
of HStreet. The site of the present 
Sacramento State College camp- 
us, called the White and Terry 
Tract, contained hop fields and 
a peach orchard. 


Plans for the new campus were 
drawn up by architect Charles 
F, Dean. Work onthe new campus 
proceeded with formal building 
plans for the first six buildings 
accepted. Architects Herbert 
Goodpastor and Gordon Stafford 
worked with Dean. The architects 
designed science buildings, cafe- 
teria, library, classroom build- 
ing, administration building and 
boiler plant. Architects’ fees am- 
ounted to $270,000, and the 
acreage cost approximately $385, 
000. 


After the usual delays 
and a certain amount of redtape, 
bids were held on May 17 with 
President Guy A. West at the 
controls of a bulldozer to uproot 
the first peach tree in the old 
orchard 


Site clearing got underway 
on May 21, 1951, It took a bull- 
dozer only a short time to clear 
all the trees out of the orchard, 
Interested faculty members who 
lived nearby asked for per- 
mission to saw up the fruitwood 
into logs for their fireplaces 


Not one faculty member got so 


much as one log. Some 
eager beaver scraped up the 
remains of all the trees and 


burned them on the site the day 
the clearing was completed. 


The new college aggravated 
the already complicated traffic 
pattern on H Street; the city 
fathers were aware of the 
problem, They promoted and the 
voters approved a bond issue in 
October 1950 to widen the H Street 
underpass to three lanes, to in- 
stall a new four-lane underpass 
under the railroad tracks at the 
end of J Street, and to construct 
a four-lane road out toward the 
proposed Elvas bridge, with 
appropriate cloverleaf ramps 
onto and off J Street. The road 
construction was not completed 
until several months after the 
college moved to its new campus. 
This provided a number of traffic 
problems, But SSC was on its 
way. 


Some ‘‘firsts** at SSC: 

On June 3, 1948, SSC awarded 
its first (and for that year, only) 
bachelor’s degree to John J. 
Collins, Jr. Compare with the 
past year, 1966. SSC graduated 
more than 1,500 students, and 
awarded masters degrees to an- 
other 200. 


The State Hornet began public- 
ations as a mimeographed four- 


page sheet on January 14, 1949; 
Wayne Miller was the editor. 


Mary Foley, professor of 
social science, was credited with 
naming the vearbook The 
Statesman. 


Baxter Geeting directed the 
school’s first public drama per- 


formance....‘The Glass Men- 
agerie,’’ 
The college presented its 


first public concert at the 
Crocker Art Gallery, featuring 
chamber music and the A Capella 
choir, 


May 20, 1949 was the date of 
the first annual Senior Ball at 
the Elks Temple. 


During the summer, on July 
15, 1949, Guy A, West was 
appointed the first president of 
SSC, after having presided in an 
‘‘acting’’ capacity for two years 
over the ‘‘four-year institution 
above the twelfth grade. 


Sacramento State has grown 
rapidly into a fully recognized and 
fully accredited institution offer- 


ing bachelor’s degrees for the 
completion of four-year curric~- 
ulums and the master’s degree 
for the completion of a fifth 
year of work in specified fields 

Under the leadership of Dr. 
Robert Johns, Sacramento State 
College will continue to grow 
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Board of Directors Reorganizes Membership 


Reform was the order of the 
evening as the Board of Directors 
met Tuesday to approve changes 
in their own membership, 
membership of the Board of Fin- 
ance, and in regulations of the 
College’s Election Code. 

Reapportionment of the BOD 
to conform with the reorganiza- 
tion of the College was finally 
codified in Statute by the passage 
of BOD Bill 45. The College 
has been’ reorganized into 
colleges and schools, asystemto 
become effective in the fall sem- 


ester. 
On the basis of the latest 
enrollment figures available 


from the registrar’s office, the 
BOD (to be called Student Senate 
beginning in the fall semester) 
will be composed of the following 
members: 

Student Senate Chairman, 
elected at large, six arts and 
sciences representatives elected 
at large from that college, two 
business administration rep- 
resentatives, one enineering 
representative, one social wel- 
fare representative, one health 
and physical education repre- 


sentative and one representative 
to serve on behalf of nursing, 
education and undeclared majors. 

The major discussion of this 
apportionment centered around 
electing the arts and sciences 
representatives at large rather 
than by departments. Georgia 
Sharpe, women’s representative, 
questioned whether election by 
departments, i.e, one represent- 
ative for drama and speech, etc. 
might not be more likely toinsure 
representation of all student: 
within the arts and sciences 
college. 

Richard Kimball, social sci- 
ence representative, and BOD 
Chairman Lee Ritchey explained 
that various methods of appor- 
tionment within the college had 
been cunsidered but that all of 


them amounted to arbitrarily 
‘lumping together’ depart- 
ments. 


By a 6-3-0 vote the BOD 
removed the Treasurer of the 
Associated Students and the AS 
President as voting members of 
the Board of Finance. The same 
bill added the Student Senate 
(BOD) Chairman and Vice Chair- 


man as voting members of the 
BOF, 

The AS Vice President will 
serve as Chairman of the BOF 
in place of the AS Treasurer. 
The administration and faculty 
representatives of the Student 
Senate will serve on the BOF 
instead of faculty and administra- 
tion appointees, according to the 
new legislation. 

The AS President will serve 
as an ex officio member of the 
finance board The student 
association manager will remain 
an ex officio, non-voting member 
of the group and two students 
will continue as voting members. 

The new make-up of the 
finance group will go into effect 
in the fall semester. 


For the second time during 


this school year, the BOD 
approved technical and minor 
procedural changes in the AS 


Election Code. Included in these 
is a provision that voters will 
no longer have to present their 
student body card, and that can- 
didates for President and vice- 
President of the AS must file joint 
applications of candidacy. 


Another major change in 
the Code raises the maximum 
campaign expenditures for Pres- 
itential and Vice Presidential 
candidates to $60 and to $30 
for all other elective offices. 

In other business the 
student legislators voted passage 
of a bill making the Assistant 
to the President the Chairman of 
the Executive Committee for 
Student Personnel Selection. This

In other business, the BOD 
approved a resolution endorsing 
the proposal to change the names 
of State Colleges in California 
to State Universities. 

The report of the awards 
committee was postponed to next 
week’s regular meeting,

he received the sixth degree black belt in karate, 

Kang has three hundred former students teaching karate throughout
